Sherlock Holmes. 


? I have just read a remarkably interest- 
ing article in the American Bookman ‘on 
the illustrators of the Sherlock Holmes 
stories and on the various popular. con- 
ceptions of the great Sherlock & appeéar- 
ance, One artist, as 1 see from an ilas. 
tration reproduced in the article, regarded 


him as a sort of fin de siécle version of, 
a pre-revolutionary French grandee, He 


gives him perfectly chiselled features and 
meticulous clothing. 
has very different ideas about Holmes. 
Here he is shown as a young man with a 
chubby face, a bowler hat of almost in- 
credible ugliness, and a coat that looks 
like a time-worn,golf-jacket. Watson, by 
contrast, is painfully respectable. 

I wonder, however, if anybody nowa- 
days imagines Holmes otherwise than as 
he was portrayed by Sidney Paget, who 
illustrated the stories originally. The long, 
thin body and hawklike face, with frock 
coat, tail hat and turned-down collar— 
these surely make up the Holmes that ali 
of us know. People who remember 
William Gillette’s performance in the 
stage versions tell me that he never quite 
succeeded in looking like the Holmes of 
their imagination, and certainly Mr. Clive 
Brook did not reach the ideal in the latest 
film representation. 


A Galway Beach. 


Journeying a few days ago to Round- 
stone from Clifden (writes a _ corre- 
spondent), I passed long strand 
composed entirely of white crushed coral— 
very painful to tread with bare feet, and 
without the firmness of so many of the 
Connemara beaches. I found there the 
most varied collection of shells imaginable. 
There were Jong, pointed spirals about an 
inch and a half in length, mostly brown 
and yellow; pink cowries; fan-shaped 
shells in every shade of pink and mauve, 
and varying in size from those so small 
that one could hardly pick them up to 
some as large as a five-shilling piece. 
Many of these I found on the ridges left 
by the tide and underneath the heaps of 
seaweed which come ashore at this time of 
the year. In the rock pools, too, were 
small, round shells in brilliant yellows 
and oranges, mother-of-pearl; small, 
pee mottled shells, dinline to almost 

right blue in some cases, and countless 
others. It was a very paradise for the 
shell-collector. Another very beautiful 
beach in this part of the country lies 
mearer to Salruck, in the direction of 
Killary Harbour. Here is a wide stretch 
of sand thickly carpeted with shells of all 
kinds. I picked up a handful of soft sand, 
and, examining it closely, found that it 
contained dozens of small shells, every 
one perfect, and many no larger than the 


head of a pin.

The dry summer, I am told, has resulted 
in the saving of an excellent turf-crop. 
The cutting, the first process 
harvest, takes place in the early summer.

A Strange Taste. 

As I chatted recently with an old 
Dublin stationer, he told me of a rather 
odd occurrence in his own experience. 
Many .years ago one of his women 
customers came regularly once a week for 
a long périod and purchased a thirty-inch 
leather school strap, As this seemed a 
strange’ purchase to make so frequently, 
he ventured to inquire one day what 
happened to the straps. The customer 
explained that she had a little girl hetween 
eleven and twelve years old, who literally 


ate up one strap a week down to the | 


buckle. 1f shé did not get that, she would 
attack anything in leather goods that was 
obtainable. The mother had done all in 
her power. to stamp out the abnormal crav- 
ing, but to no avail. In later years the 
stationer ascertained that, when this girl 
left school and went to business, she <oin- 
pletely. lost her fondnéss for leather, and 
was in every respect a normal and healthy 
young woman. 


Wild Animals’ Kindergarten. 


No visitor to Paris should fail to see 
the Babies’. ‘‘Zoo’’ which the French have 
opened at the Jardin d’Acclimatation, to 
board and educate the youngest genera- 
tion of all the species represented there. 
No attempt has been made to provide 
separate ‘‘classrooms’”’ for the various 
species. There is a common school where 
lon and tiger cubs and baby bears play 
and fight together, and are duly 
disciplined. The more timid of the 
animals are accompanied by their 
mothers until they are told enough to go 
by themselves. One baby llama was so 
timid that he cried and wasted away 
whenever his mother did not accompany 
him to school. A sympathetic visitor, 
with more generosity than good sense, 
gave him some sugar-stick, which choked 
him to death.

There is nothing very remarkable to be 
seen at the Dublin cinemas this week, but 
** Devil’s Lottery,’ at the ropole, may 
be worthy of a visit on account of its topical 
interest.

THE MIXING. 

When the mixing begins to-day, under the 
management of Captain Spencer Freeman, 220 
girls will be engaged in it. Their costumes 
will enhance the scene with remarkable bright- 
ness and movement as colourful as a stage 
ballet, The costumes were suggested by Mr. 
F. O’Sheehan, and were modified and adapted 
by Mr. MacGonigal into a symposium of fact 
and art. 

The gilded mixing machines will be fed by 
cirls in Gaelic costumes of white silk and 
blue, the captains of sections being distin- 
guished by silver and gold. 

An innovation has been made in regard to 
the boxes carrying the counterfoils on the 
rail track round the mixing machines. These 
hoyes are painted in red and blue, and a 
long gold-shafted spear stands erect from 
each box, attended by Gaelic warriors dressed 
in red, blue, yellow and wine-coloured garb. 
Elves in green and russet costumes serve as 
carriers, Altogether there will be afforded 
in the mixing of the counterfoils a scene of 
activity and brilliance befitting the artists’ 
setting.

10,000 MORE READERS. 


R.D.S. LIBRARIAN’S REPORT. 


The Librarian’s report tor the nine months 
ending September 30, containing the returns 
of the circulation of books issued by the 
Royal Dublin Society, provides some 
interesting and illuminating figures. 
93,847} books were circulated agains 
88,623 last year, representing an _  in- 
crease of 10,224 volumes over the same period 
last year. The average daily circulation was 
444, on particularly busy days the numbe: 
issued reached 800. 

Over 48 per cent. of the books issued were 
of a serious nature as distinct from. ordinary 
fiction. During the same period the Reference 
library was availed of to a large extent, the 
signature book containing 596 names. _ i 

In reports from American libraries it 
would appear that the economic conditions of 
the country were reflected in the circulation 
figares. In times of particular stress, Jibraries 
imvariably show a very high circulation, due 
no doubt to the lack of money and an over- 
abundance of time. 

Economic conditions do not appear to be 
reflected to this extent in Ireland, and beyond 
the fact that during the summer months 
fiction reading predominates to the detriment 
of more serious reading, there is little out of 
the ordinary. 

‘Despite the fiction increase and a decided 
decrease in the issue of scientific books, some 
aspect of the economic conditions may be re- 
flected in a marked increase in sociological 
works, particularly of an economic nature. 
In the last three months sociological works 
account for close on 4 per cent. of the entire 
circulation.

Between fifiy and sixty roads are under 
repair. Employment is given to each man 
for two or two and a half days per week, 
at pay which is equivalent to the amount he 
would receive in outdoor relief for the week. 
Their principal demands are that all distress 
relief work should be carried out under trade 
unton conditions and at trade umion rates of 
pay, while they also seek inereases in the 
scale of outdoor rehef to 15s. 3d. per week 
for men, 8s. per week for a wife and 2s. per 
week for each child, tégether with adequate 
allowances for simgle men and women who 
are unemployed and net in receipt of benefit. 
They also claim the abolition of “task 
work,’’ and the abolition of payment in kind, 
requesting that all outdoor relief should be 
paid im cash and that their inserance cards 
should be stamped while employed upon relief 
schemes. 
As the Belfast Board of Guardians were 
unable to make any alteration in the condi- 
tions, which are laid down by the Northern 


was decided upon by the workers, and all 
work on the distress relief schemes ceased 
to-day. While more than nineteen hundred 
workers are involved in the strike, the 
ordinary relief workers in the employment of 
the Belfast Corporation are not mvolved. 
The existing distress relief schemes 
operated by the Board of Guardians would 
rovide continuous employment for 450 men, 
ut in order that the reatest possible 
number would derive t the work is 
divided over 1,900 men, none of whom work 
more than four days per week, 


MARCH THROUGH CITY. 


The men marched in procession through 
the city to-day, and their numbers were con- 
siderably augmented as they proceeded by 
other unemployed who joined in the proces- 
sion. 

Mr. Robert Stewart, speaking at Temple- 
more avenue, said that the scale of outdoor 
relief in Belfast was lower than im any other 
dustrial city in the United Kingdom, and 
was utterly inadequate to meet the lowest 
requirements of the workers. Their demands 
were just demands, and it was in the interest 
of the entire working class that they should 
be victorious in that fight. 

There was a reference to the distress relief 
workers at the Belfast Corporation meeting 
to-day. 

Alaerman Nixon said that it was up to 
the Government to devise a scheme and 
finance it, so that no person should be allowed 
to suffer the pangs of hunger through no fault 
of their own. 

Councillor M‘Mahon (Nationalist) said that 
he was one of the deputation which went 
before the Ministry in regard to this matter, 
and he was of the opinion that some good 
would come from it. The Minister of Labour 
romted the finger of scorn at the Corporation 
for not carrying out the ordinary relief 
schemes. He declared that when he recently 
agreed to give fifty per cent. of the cost of 
the wages and material on exceptional distress 
relief schemes a condition was attached that 
the Corporation would go on with the 
ordinary relief schemes, and he said that that 
agreement had not been lived up to. It was 
also pointed ont that distress relief workers 
if given a full week's work instead of a few 
days, their insurance cards could be stamped. 
He.suggested that these workers honld get 
alternative complete weeks of work instead 
of a few days*each week, and they would 
then gradually qualify for unemployment 
benefit, 


SERIOUS POSITION. 


“We have a position developing in the 
city which will have serious consequences 
for . Belfast,’ Copneillor McMahon said. 
‘‘ Decent, respectable artisans are being driven 
into a position of desperation by starvation, 
and something should be done, or a situation 
will develop which we will not like.’’ 

He joined with Alderman Nixon in com- 
mending the Protestant clergymen in Belfast 
in bringing forward the condition of starva- 
tion m East Belfast. The fact that a large 
number of people should have to sleep in 
the brick fields, and then beg for a peúny 
the next morning to get a cup of tea, was not 
creditable to the city. 

Alderman Midgley (Labour) also arged that 
the Corporation should recommend the 
ordinary relief schemes, and this would go a 
long way to settle the difficulty which had 
arisen. The difference hetween the ordinary 
and distress relief schemes was that in the 
vase of the latter the Government paid fifty 
per cent. of the total cost of such schemes. 
and in the former sixty per cent. of the. wage 
cost. He suggested that, as the Corpora- 
tion provided the money for the rates, they 
should suggest to the Board of Guardians 
that they shonld increase the amount of out- 
door relief grants to provide something like 
a decent standard of life. 

Councillor Malcom (Labour) suggested that 
the Lord Mayor should get in touch with 
the Guardians and the distress relief workers, 
and try to arrange a settlement of the dispute 
which had arisen. 

The Lord Mayor—As far as I am concerned, 
I will do all I can. 


PROPOSED FOOD DEPOTS. 

The subject also was discussed to-day by 
the Belfast Chamber of Trade. Mr. R. 8S. 
Bell moved that the Chamber recommend the 
formation of a committee to investigate the 
possibilities of instituting dépéts for “the 
provision of food for destitute families in the 
poorer quarters of the city during the 
coming winter, and that such a scheme as 
was outlined by Colonel Gordon wonld have 
their whole-hearted sympathy and help. 

Alderman Alexander, while not minimising 
the gravity of the position, pointed out tha! 
the Government had. generously increased 
grants from 25 to 50 per cent. for distrese 
relief schemes and that the Corporation were 
pushing forward a multitude of schemes. 

Captain J. D. Nicholl, in seconding Mr. 
Bell's resolution, thought everyone agreed 
that the Corporation and Government were 
doing as much as any Corporation or Govern- 
ment could do. There was no doubt distress 
was worse than ever. It would be a great 
help if a little more could be done in the way 
of assistance from bodies like that Chamber. 
it would help the farmers if some of their 
surpins was brought up fer such food dépéts 
as were suggested. He thought the Chamber 
should lend its active sympathy and. support 
to any scheme. 

Mr. Bell remarked that the idea behind 
the scheme was that there should be more

Since the tariffs 
were imposed American distress has shown 
no sign of diminution; rather, it has in- 
creased, and people are crying that the 
tarifis are to blame. 

Mr. Roosevelt has carried the war into 
the enemy’s camp. Last week, in the 
heart of the Middle West, . he 
delivered the strongest denunciation of 
tariffs that has yet been heard in the 
United States. The Smoot-Hawley tariff, 
he said, virtually had ruined agriculture. 
[t had driven other nations to set up re- 
taliatory duties, thereby destroying the 
foreign market for American farm produce. 
It had induced American firms to establish 
no fewer than 258 factories in other 
countries—a. procedure which did un- 
bounded harm to the parent concerns in 
the United States. It had forced the 
nations of Europe to pay their American 
debts in gold, involving such a drain of 
the metal that they were obliged to 
abandon’ the gold’ standard and to raise 
the exchange against American goods. If 
the Democratic Party were returned to 
power, he said, it would substitute a com- 
petitive tariff for a prohibitive tariff. This, 
indeed, is an issue worthy of any American 
election, and Mr. Roosevelt was a brave 
man to state his views so openly. If the 
plea prospers his election, it will be no 
more than he deserves. On the other 
hand, Mr. Hoover’s offer of a moratorium 
last year may be remembered as a tangible

Yet we 
may be grateful to Wimbledon’s resolu- 
tion in that it throws an interesting 
light upon the mentality of dilettante 
Fabianism in the suburbs. The extreme 
views of the workman always must com- 
mand a measure of respect, since, however 
muddle-headed, they are engendered by 
contact with realities, although, as a rule, 
these realities are confined within a too 
limited field. Such respect cannot be 
accorded to the precious imaginings of the 
theorist, who, unfortunately, is the normal 
cause of the world’s upheavals. The 
French Revolution was made largely in the 
Paris salons, where at least, much folly 
was redeemed to some extent by wit and 
elegance. To-day Socialist resolutions are 
being concocted without wit or elegance 
in suburban parlours, and Wimbledon has

LORD WOLVERTON. 
Lord Wolvertoh, the banker peer and 


prominent racehorse owner, died in London 
yesterday at the age of 68 


He had been in poor health for some time, | 
and only. recently returned from the Mediter- | 
ranean, where he had gone on medical advice. | 

Lord Wolverton succeeded his brother as | 


fourth Baron in 1888. In 1895 he married 
Lady Edith Ward, only daughter of the first 
Earl of Dudley. From 1892-5 he was a Lord- 
in-Waiting, and later was appointed Vice- 
Chamberlain to the Royal Household. He 
served in the South African War, and, from 
1914-16, in the Great War. 

Lord Wolverton was made a member of the 
Jockey Club as far beck as 1899, a steward 
in 1913, and Jater one of the trustees 

A racehorse owner, who rarely made a bet, 
Lord Wolverton was a stickler for the purity 
of the Turf. He formerly trained with R. 
Marsh, and afterwards, on the derth of the 
present Lord Derby’s father in 1908, joined 
the Stanley House stable, in company with 
Lord D’Abernon (then Sir E. Vincent) and 
the fate Mr. Arthur James. 

Lord Wolverton never had the luck to own 
a really good horse, although Usboch went 
near to being one.

Changes in the organisation of the

Training Ships. 


The training ship Nelson, which sank 
at lis moorings in the Thames off the 
Chelsea Embankment a few days ago, is 
the third of the training ships in or near 
London to figure in recent news.

This announcement followed the visit of Mr. McNeill to the King at Se eam ce Palace yf 
terday, where he was received by His Majesty, who approved of his relinquishing 


is office. r. 


VicNeill, who made the journey from Dublin to London on Saturday, reached Buckingham Palace at 
noon, and, after a lengthy interview with the King, he remained to luncheon with the King and 


Queen. 


The announcement brings to an end the career of Mr. James McNeill as Governor-General of 
the Free State four months before he was due to retire in the ordinary course, and, at the same time, it 
terminates a relationship between the Governor-General and the Government which, since the Fianna 


Fail Party came into power, must have been extremely irksome to both. 


The new Government’s obvious policy of ignoring the King’s representative led to numerous 
unfortunate incidents, and ultimately to the publication on the.]2th July last of correspondence which 


had passed regarding these incidents between President de Valera and Mr. McNeill. 


It was pre- 


sumably the publication of the correspondence against the express wish of the Executive Council which 
ultimately led to the Governor-General 's recall. 


From the wording of the official communiqué, which states that the King has approved of Mr. McNeill’s

THE PROCEDURE.

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MR. MCNEILL'S 
CAREER, 


—— 
DISTINGUISHED SERVICE 
IN INDIA. 


Mr. James McNeill was well qualified 
for the post of Governor-General of the 
Irish Free State by reason of his intimate 
connection with both parts of Ireland and 
by his distinguished service under the 
British Crown as an administrator in 
India. 

Mr. McNeill comes of a very old County 
Antrim family. His mother was a member 
of the famous O'Neill clan, and his father 
was the late Mr. Archibald McNeill, of 
Carnegies, in the Glens. He was born at 
Glenarm, County Antrim, in 1869, the 
youngest of several brothers, one of whom 
is Mr. Eoin MeNeill, the well-known 
Irish scholar. Mr. James McNeill came 
to Dublin for his education—at Belvedere 
and Blackrock—before proceeding to 
Cambridge. In 1890 he entered the Indian 
Civil Service. | 

During a quarter of a century in India 
as an administrator he displayed a sym- 
pathetic understanding of the people, 
whose confidence he won by his im- 
partiality and justice. Most of his service 
was in the Bombay Presidency, in the 
district of Nasik, Poona and North 
Kanara. As Vommissioner he governed 
about six million people. He fought the 
plague by wholesale inoculation, and it 
was in this district that inoculation was 
first used on an extensive scale. He 
organised. rural and urban communities 
and standardised local land systems. 

Mr. McNeill was an additional member 
of the Imperial Legislative Council in 
India and a member of the Viceroy’s 
Council at Delhi. He carried out 
special work in the West Indies and Fij:. 
Islands in connection with Indian migra- 
tion, and travelled around the world 


several times on missions affecting the 


welfare of indentured Indians in the 
Colonies

Chairman two years later. It was in 1923 
that he was appointed by the Free State 
Government as High Commissioner in 
London, and he held that office until his 
appointment as Governor-General upon 
Mr. T. M. Healy’s retirement in De- 
cember, 1927. 


THE RUPTURE, 


Relations between Mr. McN ill and the 
late Administration of the Free State were 
always of the most harmonious character, 
but Mr. McNeill’s position as 'ioveenor- 
General was made difficult with the 
advent to power of the Fianna Fail 
Party. 

President de Valera and his Ministers 
made it evident that, as far as they were 
concerned, the ‘Governor-General would 
have no part in their scheme of things. 
This attitude was openly expressed at a 
social function ‘given at the French 
Legation by the Minister for the French 
Republic, Monsieur Alphand. On the 
arrival of the Governor-General and Mrs. 
McNeill at the Legation, where dancing 
was in progress, these distinguished guests 
were received with the playing of the 
National Anthem. Mr, 8. T. O'Kelly. 
Minister for Local Government and Public 
Health, and Mr. F. Aiken, Minister for 
Defence, who were present, immediately 
left the house. The immediate reper- 
cussion of this incident was the promotion 
of Monsieur Alphand from the positicn of 
French Minister to the Free State to a 
position in Paris. He was not replaeed 
at Dublin. 

There followed a further incident when 
President de Valera and the members of 
the Executive Council gave a State recep- 
tion to Cardinal Lauri, Papal Legate to 
the Eucharistic Congress this year. The 
Executive Council did not invite. the 
Governor-General. These and other acts 
led to correspondence between the 
Governor-General and Mr. .de Valera. 
Despite the efforts of the Government to 
suppress the correspondence when it was 
issued by the Governor-General for pub 
lication, it was through these letters that 
the people of the Free State first realised 
exactly how serious was the friction 
between the Executive Council and. the 
representative of the British Crown.

GENEVA, Monday. 

HE World Economic Conference, which 

is so eagerly looked forward to as a 
means to lift the world out of its present 
depression, is to be held in London on a 
date to be fixed by the Council of the 
League of Nations at its next meeting. 
The Organising Committee of the Confer- 
ence announced this decision to-day, and 
also that a preparatory meeting of experts 
will take place on October ólst. 

The Committee also decided that, in 
addition to the States which are members 
of the League, and the United States, 
which has already decided to attend, the 
following States should also be invited to 
take part in the Conference:—Russia, the 
Hedjaz, Egypt, Lcuador, Iceland, Brazil, 
Costa Rica, Afghanistan, and the Free 
City of Danzig. It is also proposed to 
associate representatives of the Inter- 
national Labour Organisation and of the 
International Institute of Agriculture with 
the work of the Conference. 

The committee of experts seems to be 
growing so big as to threaten to be a 
miniature conference that will be some- 
what unwieldy in its dealings with the 
vast issues.

MR. MCNEILL'S 
RECALL. - 


In a leading article upon the relinquish- 
ing of his office by Mr. McNeill, The dimes 
observes :— 

Let there be no doubt that His Majesty 
has acted not merely with propriety, but 
with sound common-sense in acceding, in 
the circumstances, to the advice of his 
Free State Ministers. It was entirely 
within his pow:r, of course, if he had 
thought it worth while, and if any great 
constitutional question had been involved, 
to reject their advice as being contrary to 
the popular desire. The consequence in 
that event would presumably have been 
Mr. de Valera’s own resignation, fo'lowed 
by a general election, in which the 


principal issue would have been the action | 
of the Crown in thwarting the wishes of | 


the people’s elected representatives. That 


might have suited Mr. de Valera very well. | 


It would have been far better fighting 
ground, from his point of view, than tha 
dificult defence of broken treaties ana 
economic ruin to which he will be com- 
mitted sooner or later, But no calculation 
of this kind wagy needed, or would have 
been proper, in making the royal decision, 
which is based simply and solely on the 
normal rules of procedure laid down by 
the Imperial Conference.. All Governors- 
General in these days hold office on the 
recommendation of - His Majesty's 
Ministers in the Dominion concerned. 
Their selection, and consequently their re. 
placement, is a matter for submission by 
these local Executives to the King, whose 
official advisers in this country no longer 
possess the slightest claim to intervene. 
A -very heavy new responsibility has 
thereby been thrown upon the Sovereign, 
who is. bound to make himself personally 
familiar with the circumstances of every 
particular case, to discuss it informally 
before action is taken, and, if necassary. 
to exercise his powers.of argument and 
remonstrance. And this course has un- 
doubtedly been followed during the last 
few weeks in the case of Mr. de Valera 
and Mr. McNeill: indeed, the dates 
indicate a considerable period of delibera- 
tion and delay. Having pursued it, how- 
ever, to such lengths as he thinks desirable, 
the King is equally bound in the end to 
express his concurrence with his Ministers, 
always supposing that he has satisfiea 
himself in the meantime that their’ advice 
is neither unconstitutional nor in mani- 
fest opposition. to the popular will. In 
this case there was clearly no reason to 
come to any such conclusion, and there 
was every possible reason why the King 
should refuse to embrot!l himself in the 
present Irish quarrel. His assent to Mr. 
de Valera’s formal submission implies no 
reflection of his own on: Mr, McNeill's 
tenure of his office, which, to all appear- 
ances, has been admirably dignified and 
correct. Nor will Mr. McNeill complain 
of the royal decision which, indeed, is 
proof conclusive, if proof were needed. 
that the people of the Free State have 
complete ‘erty under the Treaty +o order 
their own adairs, and that Mr. de Valera’s 
familiar eloquence about the British yoke 
is so much empty ranting. | 

The real moral of this latest Irish inci-

From A MOTORING CORRESPONLENT. 


HE Royal Irish Automobile Club has 
decided to apply for a date in 1935 
for the Irish International Grand Prix. 
It is expected thét the Organising Com- 
mittee which ran the Jast three meetings 
will be summoned at an early date to 
consider the rules and regulations for the 
event. 

No doubt, the decision of the R.I.A.C., 
which was entirely unexpected, is a sequel 
to the success of the recent meeting of the 
Irish Motor Racing Club in the Phenix 
Park. That meeting showed that: the 
Dublin public are interested in car- 


racing. 

While it is welcome news that the 
R.I.A.C. does not intend permanently to 
drop the Grand Prix, it must, »neverthe- 
less, be admitted that the present is not 
the most opportune time to talk of its 
revival. The dropping of the meeting in 
the present year will result in considerably 
increased difficulty in the securing of 
entries for future events, while the 


economic and political situation in the 
| Irish Free State will restrict the making 
of guarantees, without which it is im- 
possible,-in the view of the R.1.A.C., to 
proceed with the races. 

The Irish Motor Racing Club has shown 
that it is possible to run car races without 
elaborate and expensive organisation ; .but 
international races cannot be conducted 
in the same way. Prize money to the 
amount of £2,000 or £3,000 must be pro- 
vided if the entries of foreign and cross- 
Channel drivers are to be secured. There 
are very few enthusiasts who will travel, 
like those who came to the I.M.R.C. meet- 
ing, solely for the fun of the thing. 


EXPENDITURE. 


There is no reason, however, why the 
expenditure upon previous Grand Prix 
' races should not be halved. The R.I.A.C. 
did not make the fullest use of voluntary 
workers, while their disposition to pay, 
and to pay lavishly, for every service 
involved a lot of money. These are 
matters to which, no doubt, the Organising 
Committee will give attention when it 
meets.

HEAD OF COMMISSION 
BACK IN LONDON. 


ORD LYTTON, Chairman of the 
League of Nations Commission of 

Inquiry into the Sino-Japanese situation, 
whose report was published to-day, arrived 
in London last night, thus completing the 
last stage of his journey from Shanghai, 
which began on September 5th. 

Speaking to a reporter on the train 
between Dever and Victoria, he said :— 

“Our object was to try to find bases 
for peace in the future. We hope that all 
the other countries of the League will 
follow the lead which the Commission has 
given them and treat the matter in the 
same spirit. i 

‘Tf the world Press will be good enough 
to do the same, it will be helpful.’’ 

Referring to the establishment and inde- 
pendence of Manchukuo, he said that diffi- 
culty might arise if the world declined to 
accept Japan’s premises. Japan con- 
tended that Manchukuo had created itself 
and made a treaty with them, and that, 
therefore, they could not discuss the matter 
with others. That was all right so long 
as everybody accepted that premise, but 
what would happen if they did not? 


Lord Lytton was accompanied by Lady 
Lytton, who joined him in Venice three 
days ago.

NO LOAN FOR 
DUBLIN. 


BRITISH OFFER 
REJECTED. 


STRONG CRITICISM AT 
CITY COUNCIL.

HE Dublin City Council will accept 
none of the Lane pictures on loan 
from the British Government. Such is 
the effect of the amendment: passed last 
night referring back the General Purposes 
Committee’s report on the British Govern- 
ment’s cffer. | 

The report of the Committee recom- 
mended that, pending the return of the 
pictures to Dublin, the Corporation 
should ‘‘ accept the transfer of the whole 
thirty-nine pictures for an unlimited 
period.”’ | 

In moving the adoption of the report, 
Mr. T. Kelly (Chairman of the Committee) 
declared that, ‘‘in plain English, the 
pictures are vurs, and if they don’t like 
ta yive them up let them keep them.” 

Mrs. Kettle described the British Prime 
Minister’s letter as “ most insulting,’’ and 
refused for one moment to accept the loan 
of a few of the pictures when the whole of 
them belonged to Dublin. 

“IT would go further,’’ she exclaimed, 
‘‘and say that if they are not given to us 
now we will wait until we take them—if 
necessary by force.” (Laughter.) Mrs. 
Kettle went on to say that a suggestion 
had been made to her that, if the pictures 
were not surrendered, the spaces which 
they should have occupied on the walls at 
the new gallery should each be marked 
with the title of one of the pictures, with 
the name of the painter, and the words, 
‘Stolen by the British; now in the Tate 
Gallery.” 

“ That is a good means of publicity. 
Let them take a libel action if they like,” 
she added, 


A REVELATION.

NEW TRIAL MOTIONS. 

There is a new trial motion in a Dublin 
ease in which a woman claimed damages 
against a firm of chemists for personal 
injuries alleged to have been caused thréugh 
the use of a hair lotion. The jury found in 
favour of the defendants, and the plaintiff 
seeks to have this verdict set aside and judg- 
ment entered for ber. 

The Royal Dublin Society have a new trial 
motion listed in an action which was brought 
against them and a Dublin firm of cattle 
salesmen by a Clones woman who was a 
visitor to the Spring Show in 1931. She 
claimed damages for injuries caused by being 
knocked down by a hetfer at the Show. The 
jury found for the plaintiff in her action 
against the Royal Dublin Society and 
assessed damages at £1.750. They dismissed 
her action against the other defendants. The 
Royal Dublin Society now appeal from the 
verdict and judgment entered against them. 

The Polytechnic Touring Association are 
appealing from a verdict and judgment for 
£750 against them in an action in which Mary 
E. Ewart, who was a servant in a mansion 
used by them in Killarney, claimed damages 
for injuries received by falling through a 
glass floor in a room in the mansion. 

Up to the present there is only one case 
for the Court of Criminal Appeal, and it 
relates to a charge of arson. 


IN THE HIGH COURT. 

In the High Court the case of Joseph A. 
Busher, Local Government auditor, against 
Edward Walsh, a former clerk of the Manor- 
hamilton District Council, stands for judg- 
ment. This was a case which came before 
the Court by way of appeal on a case stated 
by Mr. Charles A. Flattery, District Justice, 
regarding a surcharge. There are eight cases 
of certiorari, one habeas corpus application, 
and a special case stated on a revenue 
petition, 

There is an average amount of Chancery 
business, and among the actions is one of 
Pollexfen against the River Mov Harbour 
Commissioners: and one of Conlon against the 
Carrickmacress Urban Council, in which Mr. 
Conlon seeks to restrain the Urban Council 
from preventing him sitting, acting and vot- 
ing at the Council, 

An Admiralty case of Tyrrell against the 
Dublin Trawling. Ice and Cold Storage, Ltd., 
is to be heard, in which the plaintiff claims 
damages caused in a collision in the Liffey. 

The case of the National Union of Railwav- 
men against the Great Southern Railways Co. 
appears in the list. The plaintiffs seek an in- 
junction to restrain the railways company 
from acting on a notice purporting to ter- 
minate an award of June 25, 1929, and a de- 
claration that the award cannot be terminated 
as against the umton and the shopmen who are 
members of the union without three months’ 
notiee to the union. :

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IRISH CHAMPIONSHIP 
TOURNAMENT. 


The first game in the Irish championship 
tcurnament, which is to decide the contestant 
for the title with Mr. Cranston, the present 
holder, was played on Saturday night. 

The players were: Messrs. J. J. O’ Hanlon 
(Ulster) and B, St. J. Galvin (Munster). 

Mr. Galvin declined the offered Queen’s 
Gambit pawn, and the first six moves on 
each side came with great rapidity, and 
followed orthodox lines. On the 7th move 
W played R—0 B1, and Black castled. 

hen, two moves later, White’s Queen 
got immediately in front of the R, an in- 
teresting prospect was disclosed with an ad- 
vance of White’s centre pawns. Black’s 
response of P—Q Kt. 3 seemed hardly so good 
as P—Q Ró, and in the lively interchange of 
play that followed Black had to submit to 
the loss of the exchange at the 16th move. 

Now that the balance of material was 
distinctly against him, Mr, Galvin showed 
those qualities as a player which make him 
conspicuous among his contemporaries in this 
country. Several beautiful possibilities were 
contrived where, by a further sacrifice of 
force, he might make certain or retrieving 
the game. 

His opponent, however, proved-too vigilant, 
and, deferring castling until his 20th move, 
was content to mature the pressure which his 
strength afforded. In the event, Black 
capitulated after 27 moves. 


THE SECOND GAME. 


In the second game Mr. Galvin opened

players castled on the 12th move, and White | 
at once took charge of the open Q B file with | 


his king’s rook. Both had been moving at 
thrice the regulated pace, and Black now 
took a long pause before playing P—Q B 4. 
Two moves later White considered long 
before exchanging his bishop for knight. Soon 
afterwards he forced exchange of rooks at 
Q B 8, and again seized the open file, to 
be once more confronted by the opposing 
rook, and the exchange followed at White’s 
base line. At this stage, after 22 moves, 
White's B, Kt., and 6 pawns were opposed 


by two bishops and 6 pawns, and no prospect | 


beyond a draw was visible. Mr. O'Hanlon 
at the interval sealed his move. 

Before the adjournment the two surviving 
bishops were confronting one another. ‘Lhe 
sealed move played Mr. O’Hanlon’s bishop 
to Kt. 5, and when once more his rival con- 
fronted him an exchange followed. It now 
became a face for the capture of enemy 
pawns and the promotion of one’s own. Mr. 
Galvin queened first, but his adversary’s 
superiority of one pawn made resistance hope- 
less. This was another tenaciously-fought 
game, and the victor won by the narrowest 
margin.

supplies. Killings on the Continent during 
the past week totalled 215,050, an increase 
of ; Denmark 130,108 (increase 507%) 
‘Swedish 7,117 (increase 522), Dutch 36, 

increase 2,532), Polish 25,957 (decrease 

7), and Lithuanian 7,490 (decrease 60). 
The egg market has been rather Quieter, 
but all round prices have remained 
fairly steady. Australian eggs are 
being offer in larger quanties, and 
South African are now coming on to the 
market. According to official returns, su 
plies of bacon from Denmark during t 
month of August were slightly in excess of 
those at the corresponding period of last year, 
but reductions were recorded in receipts from 
nearly all other sources.

LIVE-STOCK. 

At the Manchester Cattle market on Tues. 
day, fat cattle, including Irish, were penned 
in smaller numbers, but rather larger supplies 
of dairy cows and lambs were available. The 
quality of the Irish cattle offered was very 
satisfactory, and, with a steady demand, 
there was little alteration in prices. Good 
lambs were in short supply, and ruled firm, 
but stronger sorts. were easier to buy. At 
the Manchester Pig market supply and de- 
mand have been on a fair scale, as, although 
weather conditions appear to be more settled, 
buyers showed a disposition to act cautiously.

REVISING CABLE CHARGES. 
A telegram, dated Mondav, from the 
Madrid.
